RESU LT OF BYRD’S GREAT ANTARCTIC FLIGHT 
Commander Richard E. Byrd’s flight to the South 
companions was so devoid of mishap that it gives a 
accomplishment which is most deceiving. 
There was nothing easy about this amazing flight. 
Back of it was the 
calm, orderly but immense effort and organization of two years—the vision 
and preparation against every obstacle thai might be met. 
The perfect re­ 
sult is witness to the great capacity of the expedition’s leader and the effi­ 
ciency of all his aides. 
1 he picture that now conies back to us of the Antarctic Continent 
comprehends a greater area, probably, than was seen by all of the explor­ 


e r s v\ho preceded the Byrd expedition. 
The reason is that Byrd has flown 
where his predecessors have marched. 
From a point sometimes several 
miles above the frozen surlace it has been possible to see great distances 
on either side 
As a result the Byrd party had 
in 
view 
and 
obtained 
general topographical surveys of probably 125,000 to 150.000 square miles. 
The area seen by Amundsen, discoverer of the South Pole, and Captain 
Robert F Scott, who reached it a few weeks later, 
was 
possibly 20,000 
square miles. 
About twenty-five such flights as Byrd made would bring 
the whole oi the continent and its surrounding ice shelf in view. 
The outstanding lesson oi the achievement is the brilliant and abso­ 
lute domination of exploration in the polar regions by the airplane. 
The 
Floyd Bennett covered in hours a distance which required weeks of kill­ 
ing effort by those who had gone before. 
The second lesson is the value 
of complete organization, 
If the cache of gasoline had not been laid down 
m advance at the foot of the mountain the plane could not have made 
the return flight. 
If the advance party of geologists had not been h u n ­ 
dreds of miles inland to give favorable weather report, the risk might 
not have been taken. 


THE SHOPPING CROWDS

Restrictive immigration has materially reduced the influx of for­ 
eigners into the United Stales but it has not prevented a situation u n ­ 
der which millions oi aliens on American soil know little or nothing about 
their adopted country, its history and ideals, and who have not taken the 
trouble to learn the English language. 
Imm igrants have a tendency to 
“colonize" m large cities or rural settlements, retaining their old-world cus­ 
toms. languages and standards of living. 
The United States has shown a remarkable capacity for absorbing and 
assimilating aliens, but with the urbanization of the country it is becoming 
more difficult every year to Americanize the foreign elements. 
Records on 
naturalization point to the need or increased activity on the part of agencies 
interested in naturalization. 
When alien groups isolate themselves to perpetuate their native cus­ 
toms. and m some cases develop animosities toward the United States, they 
become a dangerous element. Smooth functioning of a democracy demands a 
icasonable degree of homogeneity, and it is to the interest oi ail govern­ 
m ental units and patriotic and ci\ic organizations to work to that end. 
Conversion of millions of alien whites of voting age into citizens is 
an undertaking that needs the support of every citizen and every group in­ 
terested in good government.
